"A very graceful act of justice on

former rose to go, "letmosnyto you that 
unless you enjoin secrecy upon what yon 
hare said tonight J will relievo this mailer 
of all niyslsry hereafter, for I will give Ihe 
trt(0 version of the duel publicity, whenever 
proper opporlunlly shall qffor." 


The doctor made no reply to this, but 


merely looking at biswitch, rose, and re- 
marking Ihgl he did not know it WM so late, 
he bade Mr. \Vilkea good night, and abrupt- 
ly look hU leave, 


It was evident from this Hint tho .Doctor

Benso of duty had become irrcsiilible, 


Tbo Doctor described Mr Bennett, who, 


it will bo recollected was tho challenging 
party, as aa having slept well the night bo- 
fore the duel, He.appeared refreshed in 
the morning, and bia manner wu free from 
either depression or flippancy, He bore him- 
self, in short, liko a man who wu fully im. 
pressed with the gravity of tha crisis, but 
b« wa« evidently withont Ihe slightest 
desire to avoid its legitimate responsibili- 
ties and risks. "It was plain ho was there 
to fight; and, M I eaid before, itwaslm- 
potajible for him to behive better or more 
bravely than he did."
